This means that 
any profit on the sale will not be 
suoject to Federal Income tax pro­ 
vided the sales proceeds are rein­ 
vested in the same kind of livestock 
within one year following the year 
of sale. 
Culliney pointed out that this 
new provision applies only to live­ 
stock eold dining the year in ex­ 
cise of the number that would 
normally have been sold in the ab­ 
sence of drought. He made it clear 
that till* new rule does not apply 
to sales of poultry. 
Must Replace Livestock 
The official stated that in order 
to qualify, the livestock sold must 
be replaced with livestock of a like 
kind used for the same purpose. For 
example, dairy cows sold must be 
replaced with dairy cows. He noted 
that the period for replacement may 
be extended beyond the end of the 
year following the year of sale upon 
application and showing of reason­ 
able cause lo the Internal Revenue 
Service District Directors office. 
Farmers who qualify and elect 
to take advantage of this tax relief 
should submit the following infor­ 
mation with their income tax re­ 
turn for the year of sale.: 
(1) Evidence of the existence of 
drought conditions which forced the 
sale of livestock; 
(2) A computation of tile amount 
of profit realized on the sale; 
(3) The number and kind of 
livestock sold; 
(4) The number of livestock of 
each kind that would normally have 
been sold in the absence of drought. 
The return for tile year in which 
J the livestock are replaced should 
'contain the following information:
